A feature of the 
meelin; will be reading of papers by 
Carl Bergithon and Ken Baker. 

'Taradoxes of Peace" is the title of 
the paper to'tjé 'pfeseritcd by Bergithon 
a fourth year honour student, who 
has compiled a catalogue of the 
vargaries of modern stales, demons- 
trating their anamalous cflorts on one 
l-.and for the abolition of war and on 
the other for Its greater security in 
the future. 

The second paper, by Ken Baker, 
v.lll b« a resume of the work of the 
present l^ondon Kaval Conference, 
detailing what It Is trying to do, in 
what respects It has sucocedcd, and 
the results likely to follow both lis 
successes and failures. 

The (juestion of holding a model 
a&Bembly of the J^eague of Nalion.s in 
Montreal next year will be brought 
up for discussion. Campus opinion 
seems to favour repeating In Mont- 
real the successful experiment tried 
at Iho University of Toronto thl« 
year, ami some suggest lioldlns the 
model assembly under the joint ou.'j- 
pices of McGill and the University of 
Montreal. These questions 'will be 
discussed at the meeling on Thursday 
next.

in a general apathy. This is the opinion of 
most people but, as usual, they may not 
have gone into the question far enough. 
There may be a )>etter and deeper reason 
than student apathy for the apparently 
sudden change in college activities. 

-The present day student is far more 
serious about his work than those of the 
past. He comes to college to learn, and all 
other activities must take a secondary part 
to that of learning. He has little If any 
time for frivolities and thus he forgets 
how to be frivolous. Thus the sudden death 
of the excitement of former days. 

Standards are higher than they used 
to be. Not only are entrance requirements 
mush stiffer than they once were, but the 
grades in the university itself are harder 
to make. Kno\vledge has grown at a trem- 
endous rate in tnclast quarter century 
and the student must now specialize in his 
studies. And the specialist has no tim^ for 
much relaxation— he must study most of 
tlie time tç keep up with his work. 

Thus the average student is not as 
active as he used to be because he has ho 
time for many activities. To mis a lecture 
means to miss bo much useful knowledge 
and most present day students had rather 
cut a club meeting than a class. When an 
important meeting is poorly attended it 
may mean not only that student apathy is 
again visitiiig the campus but also that a 
flock of examinations may just be round 
the corner ready to pounce upon the un- 
prepared .student. Most undergraduates

'lecn military tiprlslngs in Algeria, 
BO on the Invasion by the Romans 
many tribes rose in protest; and Just 
as tha French have done their best 
to quell these revolts, so the Roman 
legions put down the rebellions. 

The apeaker then outlined the dif- 
ferent steps and stage!! followed by 
the Romans In order to annex North- 
ern Africa. "When Rome became pos- 
sessor of Carthage, unlike the pro- 
cedure followed by different con- 
quering nations, ah» aettled and 
waited peaeefully for a fusion ot 
races. As a result commerce Increas- 
c.l, tho cities became larger, while 
ho people became rich and Industri- 
ous. 

Gevsrnmsnt Powerful 

Tho Central government of Rome 
was very powerful, and organized a 
strong colonial system, controlling 
llio colonies with great efficiency. It 
built temples, arcs and basilicas and 
saw tho peace of the country. 

Vandal invasions followed in the 
sixth centdry, leaving havoo and 
destruction belidnd. In 1646, the 
Arabian invasion took place. The 
Moslems, frantically rellslcius. at 
once came to loggerheads with the 
barbaric Africans; the Romans, on 
the other hand, were religiously tol- 
erant and allowed the natlve.s to fol- 
low their own forms of worohlp. The 
i\rablsn», althoiisli forvent tlshtors, 
did not build nor did they break. As 
a rëauU the cities, gonci-ally on tiie 
aides of mountains, remained dead, 
until the nineteenth century, when 
excavations began to take placo and 
much of this forgotten culture was 
again given to tho world, 
Dascribss City 
Tho speaker then took one city, 
Tlnigad, and outlined the manner in 
which it was built; the different 
liuiUtlngs found there, and their dit- 
forent use.s; and the nuinner in which 
it waa excavated in recent years. In 
this eily aro to be found 39 public 
baths, a library with over 40,000 
books, and a theatre with a capacity 
ot 4,000 seats. 

Mr. Depres then showed a number 
ot very Interestinç slides which In 
themselves outline the oustoms and 
manner ot living of the people ot the 
lime. He presented pictures of arches 
porticos, basilloas, obelisks, arches, 
mosala inscriptions, as well as the 
domestlo political and ordinary Ilto 
of the Romans In Northern Africa.

And, Iin^^^dd, that 
know of sevcrnl dtnerirat least who 
likewise did not suffer Intensely from 
It. However, being an optimist I am 
chiefly Interested In tho antidote 

The difflcuUles ot carrying on n 
course in contemporary Uteratur* at 
.\ university are obvious. Chief among 
these however, Is tho unenviable posi- 
tion in which such a course places the 
professor. It is impossible not to sec 
that a professor of such a course 
must base bis criticism and choice of 
readings, largely upon his own per. 
sonal taste. Neither tho Indepen- 
dently-minded professor or student is 
v.MUlns to impose or submit to such 
an arbitrary selection. Still the uni 
verslty should offer the student some 
dofinite means ot becoming ac- 
quainted with contempora\;y work To 
this end I humbly put forwsrd my 
suggcBtlon. 

We have an English Literature So- 
ciety here at McGill. Tho members of 
this society gather every two weeks 
during the year, to hear addresses on 
literary topics ot contemporary or 
lilstorlcTi interest, given by meml>era 
o; the Bocloty or Eminent Outsiders. 
Following tho address, the meeting is 
thrown open to discussion. Thus, ex- 
cept during the few moments of dis- 
cussion, the members play a some- 
what passive part. 

Would the society not bo of more 
interest and value to. the undergradu- 
ates if all tibo members could take a 
more active part in Its proceedings? 
If t;io society decided to tak« up, say 
seven contcmpcrarj" writers during the 
year, one member could volunteer, or 
be selected, to investigate and give .1 
paper upon the literary and personal 
ciporlences of each author: and to 
criticise his work and the •^•arlous 
comments mad« upon It by reviews, 
etc. The other members of the so- 
ciety would take it upon themselves 
to read at least one of the works of 
each author, and would therefore be 
in a position to forward rwelent and 
intelligent questions and comments. 
Lively discussion would be almost In- 
evitable, and much good information 
and opinion would be circulated. In 
other words, the English Literature 
Society would tak* upon iUêli t» of- 
fer accours» in oontsmporary ]|t«ra- 
ture, which would involve hearing an 
address on a contemporary writer, 
and the reading of one novel a month. 
If the society held meetings fort- 
nightly it might arrange to have an 
outside speaker at every odd meeting.

Wc shall soon 
have a large copper refinery, and may 
even have in the nclghbouThood an 
electrolytic plant for the product'on 
of tine from the ore. 

Metallurgical dcvelopmentk^ln tho 
City reacts on the Unlversltyi' by pro- 
viding Work for the students and re- 
quiring a liigher standard ot metal - 
lurg'eal knowledge'^, and it is increas- 
ingly necessary that provision should 
be made for satisfactory Instruction 
In Metallurgj'. 

Valus ef Cours* 

"The value of a course of Instruc- 
tion depends primarily on tho teach- 
ing staff, but class rooms, laboratories 
and teaching equipment are Impor- 
tant, and we are glad to learn that 
a new building to house Geologi', Me- 
tallurgy and Mining will probably be 
erected in tbo- nea,r future. The Jlc- 
tallurgical Department will obta'n 
better class-rooms, reading and draft- 
'ng rooms, rooms for advanced re- 
search and laboratories which can bo 
laid out and equipped in view of pre- 
sent réqulremenls and the present 
state of the science and art of met.il- 
lurgy. This building will probably bo 
In use by October 19J1, and students 
entering now will have their Fourth 
Tear In the new quarters, while those 
who proceed to the M.Sp. degree will 
have the ad\'antagc of the new re- 
aeàreh laboratories.

Hugh FarquI..xrson mado an appeal 
to nil students to take part In as 
m.Tny debates and at many athletic 
contests possible, even .-iuggest- 
ing rewards to thoso -.vho take part. 

John llutchlns had no definite sug- 
gestions, but declared himself in 
favor of everything that furtîierod 
tho good of the society .and claimed 
th.Tt as president ho would support 
all reforms that seemed noccss.ary. 
Munroo Bourno then spoke on behalf 
of J. SlacNaughton, who wo." unable 
to bo present. Tho latter, in his loi- 
ter to tho audience favored tho hold- 
ing of a Frosh-Soph Smoker Instead 
ot hazing, and better co-operallon 
betn-cen tho executive ot tho Society 
and tho various class executives. 

After thIa tho other candidates 
showed themselves to- tho audience, 
without making any remarks what- 
soever. 

Tho chairman next introduced the 
debaters In the finals ot tho Arts 
competition, between tho Senior team 
of John.ion and Itubln and Marshall 
and Sturdcc, tho Freshman represen- 
tatives. 

Final Debate 

J. L. Johnson, who opened tho de- 
bate. Informed tlio audience that 
they must consider tho subject with 
gravity, as they had a serious res- 
ponsibility, llo defined a sense of 
humor as an sibllity to appreciate 
tho ludicrous and Incongruous In tho 
events of dally life. Ho did not wi.sh 
to occuso the students ot thn univer- 
sity of having no Ben.<»o ot humor 
whatsoever, but merely of having 
very little. 

In evidence of Uils ho staled that 
there was very little "ragslng". If 
any, at McGill, as contrasted to tho 



amount at other unlversltlta, which 

apparently shows that th<" students 
havo cither very llttio oonso ot hu- 
mor, or very much dignity. Ho had 
mentioned llio fact that tho pun had 
fnllen into such disfavor that t{iere 
aro so many puns In English litera- 
ture ot all ages. 

Marshall, Iti proscntlng tho nega- 
tive view, declared that only tho edi- 
tor ot tho Dally, or eorao such person 
could mako such ii scurrilous accusa- 
tion against tho students ot McGIII 
as to state that they had no sense of 
humor, llo cited tho welcome given 
to riamsay MacDonatd ns an example 
of "ragging" in which tho students, 
lio declared, aro not at all deficient. 
Ho claimed that a lack of a sense of 
humor loads to despair,' which In Its 
turn leads to suicide. As there ore 
suicides nl McGIII, ho concluded that 
thoro w.a8 evidently a Ksnse ot hu- 
mor among the students. . 

An far ns Ii.nzlng is concerned, ho 
oliilmed that it was far moro ludi- 
crous tc/ SCO freshmen anticipating a 
terrible timo which did not materlal- 
iso than to see them In tho throes of 
one. 

Lionel Rubin, contlnulns tho claims 
ot tho afflrmatlnvo, claimed that al- 
though It Is a sign ot a sonae of 
humor for studsnts to laugh at a 
professor's Jokos, ono begins to 
think that there Is a lack ot that 
commodity In students who laugh at 
tho sa'mo ono day after day. In the 
activities ot tho students, ho men- 
tioned that there oro no IiumoroUK 
publications nt McOlll although al- 
most all tho other big unlversltlcB 
havu 'them. 

Sturdee, the last speaker, held thai 
as far as puns aro conccrnod, the 
boo" I» a Hlgn of aporeclatlon, not 
ot dl.stavor, and that this form ot 
wit Is vei-y well appreciated at Mc- 
GIII. Ho also claimed that whenever 
something unpleaiiant happen to :j 
student, ho will mako a Joko about 
it, and Is always ready to laugh at 
himself— ^a suro -sign of a sense ot 
humor. 

Furthermore, lie declared, "ragging" 
is not a sign ot a sense of humor, 
but o( very bad taste: while the pooi- 
attcndanco at debates Is due to the 
r.icl that they aro too weighty. In 
the Red and White Revue, ho utatcd. 
the Jokes and skits wero best appre- 
ciated by llie undergraduates. 
Dr. MacKay Announces Reiult 

Dean MacKay, after consulting 
with Professors Stanley and Noad, 
tiic other Judges, declared In favar of 
tho affirmative. As far as this de- 
bate was concerned, ho cialmcd thai 
It Is Impossible to treat a sense ,->! 
humor in a controversial manner. As 
a whole, however, . this lias been a 
very successful year for debating, he 
continued, and he promised his help 
if ever a debating class or corps U 
formed. He agreed that It was dif- 
ficult to learn debating without good 
models, but said that it was possible 
that something might be done about 
It In the future.
